plan could be cor pleted in a few 
years, by asking the voters lo 
approve it Step-by-step. 

Ihe tirst year’s move, White 
suyvested, was to ask for money 
to buy land for a police station 


and for, possibly, two smaller fire 


stations to replace the present 
one. He explained that the current 
thinking is that two stations could 
better serve the town, by being 
located closer to the area (they 
serve, than one in the town’s 
| center. 


If the town meeting approved 


these land articles, with adequate 
money tor purchase and tor build- 
ing the structures, White thought 
| the area behind the town hall 
| could be cleared by the end of 
1958. The next steps would be to 
take privately-owned property to 
Bartlet st. and to build a new 
town house, 

He stressed repeatedly that the 
| over-all project, once completed, 
| would open up a larger, modern, 
attractive shopping area. Present 
buildings, he said, would be re- 
placed with modern, high-quality 
stores, from which more tax 
revenue would be realized. 

Members of the Board of Trade 
endorsed the idea in principle and 
voted to support it. But they also 
asked that parking facilities be 
provided by the town while the 
larger plan is being developed.
